MORE TREE BELTS NEEDED 


Together with the welcome rains, Regina re- 
ports a hail and wind storm which broke win- 
dows, smashed shingles, beat crops into the 
ground and took the roofs off half a dozen 
freight cars. The damage is of course local, and 
unimportant in comparison with the benefit done 
by the rain. But it is another reminder that the 
people on the prairies should set out trees, and 
keep doing it. Hail falls alike on woodland and 
prairie, but it is on the open plains that the wind 
gathers destructive energy. There should be a 
wind-break growing on every prairie farm. 


A OONSERVATIVE ELEMENT 

The survivors of Kappell's anti-Bolshevik 
army, who made their way some time ago from 
Viadivostok to Manila, are en roue from that 
port to the United States ‘They will add a small 
but aggressive element to the republic which in 
opposed to radicals and revolutionary move- 
ments. Canada could accommodate a part of that 
contingent, with advantage to itself, if the U.S 
immigration authorities make any objection to 
so large an influx from one country. We have 
a choice assortment of home grown and imported 
reds in this dominion who require to be kept 
in order, and public opinion is not any too keen 
on the question of putting them in their place. 
As between a Russian anti and a Canadian born 
Bolshevik there is no room for argument as to 
which is the safer, saner and all round better 
citizen. 
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FRANCE MEANS BUSINESS 


France intends to continue to hold the Ruhr. 
That is made plain by the overwhelming vote oi 
approval given the Poincare government in the 
chamber of deputies on Tuesday. The signifi- 
cance lies in the fact that all but one of the 
opposition groups on this occasion voted in sup- 
port of the government, leaving only the extrem- 
ists of the ‘‘left’’ to register a small minority 
vote against the ministry. Whatever Germany, 
or the other allies, may think about the seizure 
of the great mining district the representatives 
of the French people are almost as unanimous 
in demanding the enforcement of the terms of 
settlement as they were in deciding to fight when 
the Kaiser started his army for Paris. Events 
have shown that if tthe occupation is to produce 
results it will have to be prolonged indefinitely. 
For that France is evidently prepared. Unless 
Germany pays, the French army is in the Ruhr 
to stay. That is the necessary conclusion from 
the vote. 


MAKING UP THE SHORTAGE 

People in southern Alberta are now protesting 
that they have more water than they want, at 
least more than the drainage system of the dis. 
trict can accommodate. Several streams have 
flooded, and’ there has been some loss of live- 
stock. At Bellevue two hundred people were 
said to be homeless on Friday morning, and some 
sections of Calgary were in danger of submer- 
gence. That kind of news sounds strange when 
it comes from the section which for years has 
been complaining about insufficiency of mois- 
ture. It has to be admitted that this is a country 
where the forces of nature do not move in precise 
grooves and limit their operations to the apparent 
necessities of the case wpon all occasions. Ln 
fact, the elements are rather inclined to give us 
@ generous measure, whether of heat, cold, dry 
ness or wetness. But making all allowance for 
local losses and inconvenience, rain is one thing 
this province can stand a good deal of this year 
without getting too much. The dried up sloughs 
show how far precipitation in recent years has 
fallen below normal. It will take a thoroughly 
wet season to restore the balance, particularly 
in the southern part.

That is to say, the government has taken 
power to negotiate a reciprocal arrangement in | 
respect to these classes of products end to bring 
it into effect by order-in-council; as well as 
authority to arrange a broader scheme. Most 
of the commodities named are products of the 
farm, and the list includes those whose exclusion 
from the United States market has struck the 
hardest blow to the western farmer. If free 
trade, or anything resembling it, could be es- | 
tablished in regard to these kinds of farm pro- 
ducts the farmers in the western provinces would 
receive a good share of the benefits they would 
have secured under the abortive agreement of | 
twelve years ago. It may be sanguine to think 
that this can be done, for the interests which 
created the present United States tariff are still 
active, and can be counted on to do what they 
can to prevent the president exercising the large 
prerogative granted to him. But at least if noth- 
ing is done the fault will not be that Canada did 
not respond readily to what looked like an in- 
vitation to re-consider the former decision this 
country made on the reciprocity question. 

It was Canada, not the United States, which 
rejected the previous arrangement. For years 
after we refused to trade on the mutually favor- 
able terms proposed. Congress allowed the in- 
vitation to remain on the statute books. It was 
only removed two years ago, when the manu- 
facturers and farmers of the republic united in 
a domand for tariff protection against foreign 
competition, the farmers of the central States 
especially demanding the exclusion of Canadian 
products. This high tariff combination of course 
carried the day, and built a wall which has come 
as near to prohibiting the importation of Can- 
adian cattle and grain as a tariff could. But it 
was evidently felt by the essentially practical 
directors of the Republican party that protection | 
is a good thing which can be carried too far, | 
To provide against the day when the consumers | 
might begin to develop low tariff demands and 
Democratic tendencies, they put into the new 
tariff law of last year a section which gives the 
president power to anticipate a movement of that 
kind by cutting down the tariff on certain com 
modities when by so doing a wider market can 
be secured for United States products or a con- 
dition of harmful monopoly in the home market | 
is to be taken up. That is the section upon 
which the government at Ottawa is basing hope 
of a second chance for reciprocity, on farm pro- 
ducts of prime importance, if not upon a general 
scale. If the hope is a delusion no harm will be 
done in making the effort. If the U.S. govern 
ment is really disposed to give trade a chance to 
revive across the international border this reso- 
lution opens the way for negotiations, and even 
for a considerable tearing down of the barriers | 
by executive action. 

In any case it was up to the present govern. | 
ment to show where it:stood on the issue of try- 
ing to secure the admission of Canada’s surplus 
farm products to the markets of the United | 
States. The reply is that Canada wants to pull 
down the barriers and do business.

&é E is a stranger to me,” sald Mark Twain 

H after Rudyard Kipling had pald bim a 

visit, “but he is a most remarkable 

man, and I am the other one. Between us we 

cover all knowledge; he knows all that can be 
known, and I know the rest,” 


That is the key-note of all criticism of him, 
favorable or otherwise, an apparently universal 
knowledge, with more than a hint of cock-sure- 
ness. This is the attitude that has led one un- 
kind critic to compare him to the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica fused with imagination to a white 
beat. 

He is no great hunter, yet the horsemen of 
the world used to spout such ballads as the 
swinging “Peoria Hunt.” He is no soldier, yet 
the soldiers’ chosen poet; no sailor, yel his works 
are full of the swing and thrash and mystery 
of the sea, Without mechanical training, he 
has loved machines well enough to discover 
their hidden-their very effectively hidden— 
romance. He despises the undisciplined mob, 
but what poet has shown such knowledge of mob 
psychology? 

Nearly fofty years ago he pranced into the 
literary limelight, youthful, precocious, claiming, 
apparently, to know all about everything. The 
disconcerting thing about him is that he has 
been rather justifying his claim ever since— 
hence the hissing chorus of catty remarks that 
bas accompanied his performance. 

At the age of seventeen he ieft Westward Ho 
College and became sub-editor of the Civil and 
Military Gazette and Pioneer of Lahore. We 
catch curious glimpses of him sweltering indus 
triously in the heat of an Indianjcity. He is a 
short youth, with enormous spectacles. He is 
dressed in white linen, to which the jerky move- 
ments of an over-filled pen shortly give the 
complexion of a spotted Dalmatian coach-dog, 
according to one observer. As he works he 
hums rythmically, sometimes beating time with 
his hand, When he has the meter quite com- 
plete he will think up a subject, put words to 
it, and have another of those departmental) dit- 
ties which are already bringing him into notice.

N the year 1584, when the British government 
] set out fo “smash” the Mabdl, the false pro- 
phet of the Soudan, and there was no railway 
for more than a short distance south from Cairo, 
Gereral Wolsely eniisted the services of Can- 
adian voyageurs to transport troops and pro- 
visions through the Nile cataracts. Among the 
voyageurs were a number of Canadian Indians-—- 
Iroquois mostly—from St. Regis, Cornwall Is- 
land, Caughnawaga, and Oka, all expert canoe 
men, whose knowledge of dangerous waters Gen- 
eral Wolsely had proved in the Red River Ex- 
peditions a few years before and who were anx- 
jous and willing again to serve - Great White 
Mother, 

The leader of the Indlan contthwie was 
George Hackett, an Iroquols, of the Oka band— 
his tribal name being Swasen-Amen-haia-kel— 
meaning “a man who carries on his shoulder.”
